2. THE ONGOING HUMANITARIAN CRISIS IN RWANDA PRESENTS THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY WITH A SITUATION THAT MUST BE 
ADDRESSED IMMEDIATELY. THE FRENCH PROPOSAL (REF A) TO 
SEND IN TROOPS TO PROTECT REFUGEES AND RELIEF PERSONNEL 
AND SUPPLIES, WHILE NOT AN IDEAL SOLUTION, DESERVES U.S. 
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SUPPORT. THE PEACEKEEPING CORE GROUP AGREED JUNE 20 TO 
SUPPORT THE FRENCH DRAFT RESOLUTION, BUT WITH CERTAIN 
MODIFICATIONS. FOREMOST AMONG THESE ARE THE NEED TO SET A 
FIXED LIMIT TO THE DURATION OF THE FRENCH PRESENCE IN 
RWANDA (AND TO WORK TO REPLACE IT QUICKLY BY THE 
DEPLOYMENT OF AN EXPANDED UN AMIR) , TO IMPROVE CHANNELS OF 
COMMUNICATION BETWEEN THE FRENCH AND THE UN SECRETARIAT, 
AND TO ENSURE THE FRENCH PLAN TO PAY FOR THEIR 
DEPLOYMENT . 

3. IN CONSULTATIONS WITH THE FRENCH AND THE SECRETRAY 
GENERAL MISSION IS INSTRUCTED TO GAIN ASSURANCES THAT THE 
FRENCH DEPLOYMENT WILL NOT RPT NOT BE FUNDED BY A 
PEACEKEEPING ASSESSMENT. MISSION SHOULD GAIN ASSURANCE 
THAT THE RESOLUTION WILL BE FUNDED BY VOLUNTARY 
CONTRIBUTIONS ONLY. IF MISSION CANNOT GAIN THESE 
ASSURANCES, MISSION IS INSTRUCTED NOT TO SUPPORT THE 
RESOLUTION AND TO SEEK FURTHER GUIDANCE FROM THE 
DEPARTMENT.
